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LAWRENCE  LEACH  OF  SALEM,  MASS., 

and 

SOME  OF  HIS  DESCENDANTS 
By  F.  Phelps  Leach  of  East  Highgate,  Vt. 

The  immigrant  ancestor  in  New  England  of  the  family  which 
forms  the  subject  of  this  article  was  sent  over  to  Salem  by  the 
Mass.  Bay  Co.,  in  1629  (Suff.,  De.,  I).  In  Edwin  M.  Stone’s 
early  history  of  Beverly,  on  page  29  I  find  the  following  para¬ 
graph:  “June  24,  1662,  Lawrence  Leach  died,  aged  82.  He 
held  various  offices  in  Salem.  The  usefullness  of  his  life  gained 
respect  for  his  memory.”  His  nunc  will  probated  25  (4)  1662; 
bequeathed  all  to  his  wife  Elizabeth,  and  administration  was 
granted  to  her.  She  died  about  1674. 

When  Lawrence  Leach  was  about  leaving  Old  England  for 
New  England,  Gov.  Craddock  wrote  from  Gravesend,  England 
under  date  of  17  Apr.  1629,  a  long  letter  concerning  the  affairs 
of  the  new  colony,  to  Gov.  John  Endicott  of  the  Mass.  Bay 
Colony,  in  which  letter  I  find  the  following  paragraph: 

“We  desire  you  to  take  notice  of  one  Lawrence  Leach,  whom 
we  have  found  a  careful  and  painful  man,  and  we  doubt  not,  he 
will  continue  his  diligence.  Let  him  have  deserving  respect.” 

His  life  in  America  would  seem  to  have  fully  justified  the 
confidence  reposed  in  him  by  Gov.  Craddock,  as  he  was  chosen 
31  Dec.  1638,  one  of  the  seven  men  to  manage  the  public 
affairs  of  Salem;  an  office  which  he  held  for  years,  and  had 
among  his  colleagues  Gov.  John  Endicott,  William  Hawthorne, 
Roger  Conant,  John  Woodbury  and  John  Balch. 

He  was  proposed  for  a  freeman  at  Salem,  in  1630,  and  was 
sworn  18  May,  1630;  was  one  of  the  twelve  jurymen  which  in 
Boston,  in  1630,  served  on  the  trial  of  the  first  capital  case  that 
was  heard  in  Massachusetts. 

Lawrence  Leach  came  from  England  to  Salem,  Mass.,  in  the 
“fleet”  with  Rev.  Francis  Higginson,  the  first  minister  sent  out 
by  the  Company,  to  superintend  the  spiritual  affairs  of  the  set¬ 
tlement.  “The  Talbot”,  which  was  probably  the  first  vessel 
that  ever  entered  Manchester  Harbor,  dropped  anchor  there 
27  June,  1629,  and  the  Rev.  Francis  Higginson,  wrote  in  his 
journal : 

“June  27,  1629 — Saturday  evening  we  had  a  westerly  wind, 
which  brought  us,  between  five  and  six  o’clock  to  a  fyne  and 
sweet  harbor,  seven  miles  from  the  head  of  Cape  Ann  (in  this 
harbor  twentie  ships  may  lie  and  easily  ride  therein),  where 
there  was  an  island  near,  whither  4  of  our  men  went  with  a 
boat,  and  brought  back  ripe  strawberries,  gooseberries,  and  sweet

single  roses.  Monday,  29th  as  we  passed  along  to  Naim  Keake, 
it  was  wonderful  to  behold  so  many  islands  replenished  with 
thicke  woods,  and  high  trees,  and  many  fayere  green  pastures.” 

Lawrence  Leach  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  church  at 
Salem,  of  which  he  was  a  prominent  member.  He  engaged  in 
farming  and  milling,  at  Rial-side.  His  mills  were  so  important 
that  a  way  was  laid  out  to  them,  in  1657,  from  the  meeting  house 
at  Cape  Ann  side  and  other  adjacent  towns  caused  roads  to  be 
opened  to  them.  (Freeman).  He  also  had  an  iron  foundry, 
which  was  the  first  in  the  colonies.  Pope’s  “Pioneers  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  says:  “  Mr.  John  Leach,  brother  of  Lawrence,  was 
occupied  at  the  iron  works.” 

This  family  is  said  to  have  descended  from  John  DeLeche, 
surgeon  to  King  Edward  III  of  England.  The  coat  of  arms 
has  upon  it  three  crowns,  the  significance  of  which  is,  that  upon 
one  occasion  while  the  kings  of  France  and  Scotland  were  pris¬ 
oners  of  King  Edward,  the  three  kings  dined  at  the  house  of  the 
surgeon,  and  as  a  token  of  the  incident,  Edward  handed  Leche 
three  crowns.  Afterwards,  when  the  king  granted  him  a  large 
estate,  three  crowns  were  placed  on  his  arms. 

The  spelling  of  the  surname  has  varied  at  different  times 
and  in  different  branches  of  the  family.  Lawrence  Leach,  the 
immigrant  ancestor  in  New  England,  and  his  descendants  at 
Salem  used  the  form  Leach.  Record’s  (the  original  entries, 
in  the  State  House  at  Boston,  of  the  various  wars  spells  the 
name  Leah,  Leatch,  Leceh,  Lech,  Leech,  Leetch,  Lirtch,  Lish 
and  Leach,  although  they  are  all  descendants  of  the  same  Salem 
line.

2.  Robert2  Leach  ( Lawrence  1),  died  22  May,  1688,  age  83.  His 
will  was  proved  14  June,  1688. 

He  married  twice  (I  think):  first  Mary  or  Miriam . . 
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who  was  admitted  to  the  church  9  Sept.  1639,  and  died  11  Feb. 

1648;  and  secondly  Alice . ,  who  married  second  Robert 

Elwell,  of  Gloucester,  by  whom  she  had  several  daughters ; 
her  will  is  dated  27  Mar.  1691. 

Felt  gives  him  grant  of  land  at  Salem  1637;  and  the  freeman 
of  1644;  he  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Manchester,  settled  there 
in  1636;  and  was  Town  Clerk  until  1648;  Selectman  from  1658 
to  1661,  and  again  in  1680. 

Rev.  D.  F.  Lamson’s  History  of  Manchester  contains  a  good 
map  of  the  estate’s  of  his  son’s  Robert  &  Samuel.  He  also 
owned  estate’s  in  Salem,  and  Charlestown  at  the  time  of  his 
death.

3.  John2  Leach  ( Lawrence  2),  came  from  England  to  Salem, 
Mass.,  in  1629,  (d.  1659)  in  the  “fleet”  with  Rev.  Francis  Higgin- 
son. 

He  married  first,  before  1648,  Sarah,  daughter  of  Roger 
Conant,  and  secondly  Sarah,  daughter  of  John  Waldron;  she 
married  second  Timothy  Goodwin. 

He  had  a  grant  of  land  at  Salem  in  1637,  near  that  of  his 
brother  Richard;  he  also  appears  on  a  list  of  grantees  and 
claimants  of  Narraganset,  No.  5  New  Bedford  etc.,  Boston, 
“soldier  grantee  John  Leach;  claimant,  John’s  son  John”. 
(Bodges  King  Philip’s  War,  page  431). 

Roger  Conant  emigrated  to  Plymouth  in  1623,  where  he 
remained  until  1625,  when  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Lyford, 
he  removed  to  Nantasket.  He  remained  there  but  a  short  time, 
and  proceeded  to  Cape  Ann,  where  he  was  invested  with  the 
superintendence  of  the  Dorchester  Co.,  engaged  in  the  fishery’s 
and  agricultural  pursuits,  being  in  fact  the  first  Governor  in  the 
Colony  of  Mass.  Bay,  though  not  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  a 
Province.

4.  Richard2  Leach  (Lawrence1),  of  Salem,  Mass.,  born  in  1618, 
died  at  Rial-side  (Leach  farm),  9  May,  1687;  will  was  pro¬ 
bated  25  Nov.  1687;  bequeathed  to  wife  Sarah;  son  John; 
daughters  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Benjamin  Collins;  Mary,  wife  of 
Benjamin  Ireson,  Hannah  &  Rachel;  Joseph,  Sarah  and  John 
Herrick,  children  of  daughter  Sarah;  and  young  Pasho  Foote, 
now  with  himl 

His  wife  Sarah,  daughter  of  Amme  Fuller  was  admitted  to 
the  first  church  at  Salem,  1  Sept.  1648. 

He  had  a  grant  of  land  at  Salem,  near  that  of  his  brother 
John,  in  1639;  was  a  member  of  the  first  church  1648;  freeman, 
1665;  Lieut.,  1675,  and  Captain  two  years  later  of  the  militia 
and  his  Lieut,  was  Nathaniel  Putnam,  grandfather  of  Samuel 
and  of  Daniel  who  graduated  at  Harvard  College,  1687.  Samuel 
and  Daniel  were  cousins  of  General  Israel  and  Brig.  Gen.  Rufus 
Putnam,  of  Revolutionary  fame.

5.  James3  Leach  (Lawrence1) ,  weaver  at  Great  Island,  Portsmouth, 
N.  H.,  was  probably  born  at  Salem,  Mass.  His  will  dated  14 
Jan.  1696,  was  proved  30  June,  1697.  He  married  twice:  first 
Jane,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Agnes  Turpin;  secondly  Jane, 
widow  of  Walter  Michemor,  and  probably  daughter  of  Alexander 
Bachiler  merchant  of  Portsmouth,  and  Ann  his  wife.  Mrs. 
Bachiler’s  will  dated  5  Nov.  1660,  and  probated  26  June,  1661, 
bequeath’s  to  James  Leach,  his  wife  and  4  children;  probably 
children  by  second  marriage. 

Mr.  Leach  was  a  weaver  at  Great  Island,  Portsmouth.  He 
owned  the  Island  now  called  Leach  Island.  Grand  Juryman, 
1654-5;  took  oath  of  allegiance  and  was  sworn  Constable  27 
June,  1656;  and  was  Tythingman  in  1678.  26  July,  1660,  he 

sued  Richard  Cummings  (former  partner  of  Walter  Michemor), 
for  the  profits  of  a  voyage  about  11  years  since.  13  Dec.  1699, 
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his  sons  James  and  John,  sold  to  George  Huntress,  the  land 
which  was  granted  to  him  by  the  town  of  Portsmouth.

6.  Giles2  Leach  ( Lcnvrence  1 ),  of  West  Bridgewater,  Mass., 
born  at  Salem  1632,  was  living  1705.  He  married  at  Weymouth, 
Mass.,  20  Jan.  1656-7,  Anne  Nokes  who  was  living  at  Brain¬ 
tree,  with  Dea.  Bass’  family  at  the  time  of  their  marriage. 

He  owned  sixteen  acres  of  land  at  Weymouth  in  1663,  moved 
to  and  settled  in  Bridgewater  in  1664,  where  he  became  entitled, 
by  purchase,  to  one  of  the  fifty-six  shares  of  the  thousands  of 
acres  of  land  bought  in  1645  of  the  old  Indian  chief,  Massasoit 
(King  Philip’s  father),  by  Capt.  Miles  Standish,  Samuel  Nash 
and  Constant  Southworth,  for  the  use  of  the  fifty-six  original 
proprietors. 

In  the  first  mention  of  him  in  the  Bridgewater  records  he  is 
styled  “Goodman”,  which  fact  suggests  that  he  was  then  a 
prominent  and  esteemed  member  of  the  Bridgewater  church,  and 
head  man  of  the  4th  seat  by  the  pulpit. 

His  residence  was  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Satucket  Pond, 
the  haunt  of  King  Philip  and  his  tribe,  and  he  was  on  friendly 
terms  with  them. 

Mitchell’s  History  of  Bridgewater  gives  the  following  Child¬ 
ren  and  says:  “perhaps  they  had  others”.

1705.  “He  and  his  nephew  Samuel  were  on  a  committee  chosen 
5  Dec.  1715  to  look  out  for  a  minister  to  preach  at  Manchester. 
As  the  result  of  this  action,  Rev.  Ames  Cheever,  a  grandson  of 
the  celebrated  Ezekiel  Cheever,  was  ordained  4  Oct.  1716.  The 
church  was  organized  on  7  Nov.,  of  the  same  year”. 
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During  his  term  of  office,  as  selectman  in  1700,  for  <£3  19s., 
a  deed  of  the  town  of  manchester  was  obtained  from  the  Indians 
(Acknowledged  at  Salem  18  Dec.  1700).

8.  Samuel3  Leach  ( Robert /  Lawrence1) ,  born  at  Manchester,  Mass., 
1655,  died  there  14  Oct.  1696. 

He  married  twice:  first  in  1672,  Arabella,  daughter  of  John 
and  Arabella  Norman,  who  died  in  1681;  secondly,  Hannah, 
daughter  of  John  and  Hannah  (Norman)  Baldwin;  niece  of  his 
first  wife. 

He  was  on  the  committee  to  distribute  the  common  land,  in 
1690;  was  Selectman  in  the  town  of  Manchester  in  1681,  82, 
86  and  90.  In  the  former  year  he  and  his  brother  Robert  peti¬ 
tioned  for  relief,  in  favor  of  that  town,  from  the  expenses  of 
supporting  worship,  and  they  “came  into  a  church  state  by 
themselves”,  in  1716.  He  was  a  planter;  left  an  estate  of  <£695. 
His  son  Richard  inherited  the  homestead;  it  was  the  one  on 
which  Robert2  settled  in  1636.  After  Richard’s  death  it  was 
inherited  by  his  son  Benjamin/  and  after  his  death,  by  his  son 
Benjamin/  who,  in  1790,  tore  down  the  original  house  (built  by 
Robert2),  and  in  1791  erected  another  a  short  distance  from  the 
place  where  it  stood.  In  1903  this  house  was  moved  back  to 
the  site  of  the  old  one,  and  remodeled  by  the  present  owner,  Hon. 
Henry  Clay8  Leach. 

John  Norman  was  son  of  Richard  Norman,  who  was  with 
Roger  Conant  at  Cape  Ann,  and  had  a  house  at  Salem  before 
Gov.  Endicott  came.  Richard  Norman  Jr.  died  at  Marblehead 
and  bequeathed  his  estate  to  Hannah,  second  wife  of  Samuel 
Leach,  1682.

He  married  three  times:  secondly  Mary  Endicott,  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Gov.  Endicott;  thirdly  the  widow  of  Capt.  George 
March.  He  was  son  of  Henry  and  Edith  (Larkin),  daughter 
of  Mr.  Hugh  Larkin.  His  father  came  to  Salem  in  the  fleet 
with  Lawrence'  Leach  and  became  a  large  landed  proprietor. 
His  estate  is  historically  known  as  “Cherry  Hill  ”.  Joseph  was 
one  of  the  leading  men  of  Salem.  Upham  in  his  history  of 
“Salem  Witchcraft,”  says  of  him:  “He  was  a  man  of  great 
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firmness,  and  dignity  of  character,  and  in  addition  to  the  care 
and  management  of  his  large  farm  was  engaged  in  foreign  com¬ 
merce/’  As  he  bore  the  title  of  Governor  he  had  probably  been 
in  command  of  a  military  port  or  perhaps  of  a  West  Indian 
District.  He  was  in  the  Narraganset  fight.  It  illustrates  the 
state  of  affairs  at  this  time,  that  this  eminent  citizen,  a  large 
land-owner  engaged  in  prosperous  mercantile  pursuits  and  who 
had  been  abroad,  was  in  1692,  when  47  years  old  a  Corporal 
in  the  village  company.

He  rqarried  at  Bridgewater,  Mary,  daughter  of  Dr.  Nicholas 
Byram  by  his  wife  Susanna,  daughter  of  Abraham  Shaw,  of 
Dedham,  Mass.  Dr.  Byram  was  the  most  wealthy  of  the 
Bridgewater  proprietors.  Samuel  was  a  farmer,  and  resided  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  town.  In  1685  he  shared  in  the  divi¬ 
sions  of  land  among  those  who  had  attained  their  majority,  and 
was  juror  in  1706.  “He  was  a  soldier  in  King  Philip’s  War; 
was  one  of  the  21  men,  who  fought  and  defeated  300  Indians, 
led  by  Tispaquin,  outside  the  town  of  Bridgewater,  8  May, 
1676.  They  took  17  of  the  Indians  prisoners,  and  much  plunder, 
and  all  returned,  not  one  of  them  having  been  slain.  Samuel 
Leach,  and  Nicholas  Byram,  are  said  to  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  a  battle  fought  23  May,  1676,  after  Capt.  Church 
arrived  with  his  soldiers,  and  173  Indians  were  killed  and  taken 
prisoners.”  (Mitchell’s  Hist.,  of  Bridgewater  p.  40.)  “23  Sept. 
1678,  Samuel  Leach,  credited  with  2  Indian  captives,  <£ 2

Dr.  Nicholas  Byram 

“Dr.  Nicholas  Byram  was  the  son  of  an  English  gentlemen,  of 
the  county  of  Kent,  who  removed  to  Ireland,  about  the  time 
his  son  was  born.  His  father  sent  him,  at  the  age  of  16,  to 
visit  his  friends  in  England,  in  charge  of  a  servant,  who  be¬ 
trayed  his  trust,  robbed  him  of  his  money,  and  sent  him  to  the 
West  Indies,  where  he  was  sold  to  service  to  pay  his  passage, 
and  after  his  time  expired,  he  made  his  way  to  New  England, 
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and  settled  in  Weymouth,  Mass.  He  went  to  Bridgewater,  in 
1661,  having  bought,  in  1660,  three  proprietary,  or  original 
purchase  rights:  George  Soule’s,  Moses  Simmons’,  and  Philip 
Delano’s.  At  the  time  of  his  death  which  occurred  in  1688, 
he  owned  five  original  purchase  rights.” 

His  wife  Susanna,  daughter  of  Abraham  Shaw  of  Dedham, 
died  at  Bridgewater  in  1698.

He  used  to  describe  to  his  grandchildren  some 
of  the  naval  combats  in  which  he  engaged,  and  how  his  “decks 
were  slippery  with  blood”.  He  first  resided  at  Manchester, 
then  at  Beverly,  Mass.,  and  about  1775,  purchased  an  estate  at 
New  Boston,  N.  H.,  and  settled  there.  His  home  was  located  on 


a  high  and  commanding  hill  in  the  extreme  east  of  the  town, 
near  Goffstown  line.  After  accumulating  a  considerable  es¬ 
tate,  he  relinquished  the  sea,  and  carried  on  farming.  Rev. 
Mr.  Cochrane  says  of  him:  “He  was  a  very  positive,  decided 
man,  always  having  opinions  of  his  own,  and  always  fearless 
in  expressing  them.  In  later  years  he  would  never  be  in  debt 
for  the  least  thing  and  he  always  wanted  his  pay  down.  He  was 
constant  at  church  (which  was  five  miles  away),  without  regard 
to  weather  or  travelling.  He  died  respected  and  lamented.

“Capt.  Leach  was  a  man  noted  for  his  bravery  and  great 
muscular  strength.  It  is  said  that  he  could  jump  from  one 
hogshead  into  another  as  they  stood  in  line  on  the  Tow  Landing. 
He  had  several  hand-to-hand  conflicts  with  Indians,  and  had 
declared  that  he  would  never  be  taken  alive.  In  1758,  Capt. 
Leach,  Josiah  Allen,  Sen.,  Benjamin  (or  Jacob)  Crowell,  Robert 
Bear,  Nath.  Masters,  and  James  Allen  were  surprised  and  slain 
by  Indians  at  Casco  Bay  (see  History  of  Manchester,  p.  113).

He  was  also 
an  Ensign  of  Capt.  Benjamin  Ives  Co.,  in  the  expedition  against 
Louisburg,  and  served  on  the  committee  of  Correspondence  and 
Safety  of  Beverly  (of  which  Maj.  John  Leach  was  Captain), 
in  the  early  part  of  the  Revolutionary  War.

He  early  began  a  nautical  life,  and  by  energy  of  character, 
soon  rose  to  the  command  of  a  vessel.  In  1761,  on  his  passage 
from  Georgia  to  St.  Christopher,  with  a  cargo  of  lumber,  he 
was  taken  by  a  French  privateer,  and  after  being  detained 
twenty-four  hours,  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  release  of  his 
vessel  for  2300  pieces  of  eight.  For  the  payment  of  this  sum 
he  was  retained  a  hostage  on  board  the  privateer,  while  his 
vessel,  under  the  charge  of  his  first  officer,  was  despatched  to 
St.  Eustatia  or  St.  Christopher  for  the  money.  In  the  mean 
time  he  was  carried  into  Martinico  and  thrust  into  a  filthy 
prison,  from  which  he  obtained  release  and  proceeded  to  St. 
Christopher,  where  he  entered  a  protest  against  the  whole  pro¬ 
ceeding.  He  was  early  a  warm  devoted  and  energetic  friend 
to  the  cause  of  freedom,  to  promote  which  he  made  large  pecun¬ 
iary  sacrifices.  His  fellow  citizens  honored  him  with  their  con¬ 
fidence  by  electing  him  six  times  to  represent  their  interests  in 
the  General  Court.  He  was  also  elected  a  member  of  the 
Provincial  Congress  in  1775-76-77  and  79,  and  in  both  assem¬ 
blies  was  placed  on  the  most  important  committees.  His  ex¬ 
tensive  business  and  public  station  made  for  him  a  large  ac¬ 
quaintance  at  home  and  abroad  and  his  numerous  guests  were 
entertained  with  a  generous  hospitality.  For  many  years  he 
discharged  with  great  acceptance  the  duties  of  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  and  when  by  act  of  Congress,  Salem  and  Beverly  were 
formed  into  one  district  he  received  the  appointment  of  surveyor 
and  inspector  which  office  he  held  until  his  decease.  He  was  35 
years  a  member  of  the  first  church  and  died  10  Dec.  1809. 

His  wife  Hannah  was  born  18  Feb.  1741.  She  was  a  stout 
hearted  woman,  a  fair  representative  of  many  hearts,  bold  and 
and  determined  as  her  own  when,  during  the  Revolution,  the 
consternation  felt  by  the  more  timid  portion  of  the  female 
population  of  Beverly  in  prospect  of  being  left  alone,  was 
great.  A  large  number  having  by  mutual  instinct  collected 
together,  their  condition  was  freely  discussed.  “Our  husbands 
and  sons  are  gone,”  they  despondingly  said”  and  none  are 
left  to  protect  us”.  If  the  regulars  come  during  their  absence, 
what  will  become  of  us,  what  shall  we  do?”  “Do?”  exclaimed 
Mrs.  Hannah,  “Do?”  who  cares  for  the  regulars?  Let  them 
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come;  and  if  they  do  not  behave  themselves  we’ll  take  our 
brooms  and  drive  them  out  of  town.” 

She  died  7  Apr.  1779.  They  had  a  son  Josiah  who  grad¬ 
uated  at  Harvard  College,  and  became  an  eminent  physician  at 
Falmouth,  Me.

Thomas  Northrop  was  one  of  the  original  proprietor’s  of  the 
town  of  Fairfield,  Vt.,  and  came  from  New  Fairfield  (now 
Sherman)  Ct.,  with  the  early  settlers;  before  1791.  He  set¬ 
tled  on  an  uncleared  tract  of  land,  cleared  a  large  space,  and 
built  a  log  house.  In  1800  he  built  a  frame  barn,  the  timbers 
of  which  was  marked  and  numbered  for  the  builders  use.  In 
1814,  he  built  a  two-story  house  33  x  44  ft.,  which  contained 
eight  huge  fire  places,  a  house  which  at  that  time  was  probably 
considered  quite  a  mansion.  At  the  time  of  the  battle  of  Platts- 
burg  his  son  Harmon  was  drawing  the  lumber  for  its  construc¬ 
tion.  At  a  town  meeting  held  13  Mar.  1791,  he  was  chosen 
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selectman,  and  afterwards  held  nearly  all  the  offices  of  his  town. 
D.  Hamilton  Hurd  in  his  History  of  Fairfield  County,  Ct.,  on 
pages  684  to  692,  mentions  this  family,  and  states  that:  “Mr. 
Thomas  Northrop,  who  has  long  resided  in  Vermont,  during  the 
last  year  paid  a  visit  to  his  native  place,  and  walked  all  the 
way  from  Gaylordsville,  four  miles,  although  he  is  eighty-four 
years  old.”

The  place  was  1-2  mile  south-west,  and  across  the  Beaver 
Meadow  from  his  father’s  place. 

Mr.  Northrop  started  to  market,  at  Plattsburg,  with  a  load 
of  oats,  in  1812,  and  upon  his  arrival  there  was  pressed  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  was  sent  with  his  team 
to  Sackett’s  Harbor,  to  transport  soldiers  and  supplies.  He 
was  retained  from  home  from  January  until  March.  During 
a  portion  of  this  time  he  was  obliged  to  camp  in  the  forest 
with  no  protection  from  the  weather,  and  thereby  had  his 
feet  frozen  so  badly  that  a  portion  of  the  right  foot  had  to  be 
amputated.
